The natural gas franchise ordi- 
nance went to second reading in 
the city council Monday, the com- 
missioners 
disregarding 
petitions 
that had been filed by T. S. Allen, 
requesting that the measure be sub- 
mitted to a,vote. They carried the" 
signature of 587 persons. To stop 
action on the ordinance now and 
submit it to a referendum would 
be worse than useless, in the opin- 
ion of Mayor Love, he 
claiming 
that a vote at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings would be nothing but a 
straw vote and in no way binding 
on the council. He added the be- 
lief that the council is without au- 
thority to submit an ordinance of 
this kind. 


Employes of the city clerk's office 
were kept busy for a time today 
answering queries regarding rates 
and costs of gas in the event the 
new franchise is granted. Some of 
those seeking enlightenment had 
been told that the user of 3.00 cubic 
feet must pay SI per 1.000. while 
the person using 10.000 feet will 
have to pay but 50 cents per 1,000 
feet. Under the provisions of the 
franchise ordinance, it was ex- 
plained .every user pays the same 
scale on the first 1.000 feet. This 
is at the rate of $1 for the first 3,- 
000 feet The second costs 80 cents 
per 1.000 and the third. 60 cents. 
Tis makes the cost, plus the 35 
cents service charge, *8.05 for 
10.000. Where more than 10.000 
feet are used the cost over that 
amount is 50 cents for 1;000. • 
One man appeared at the city 
hall with three bills showing what 
he has paid for manufactured gas. 
His total consumption in 
one 
month was 3580 fctt He paid 
$396. On the new rate, this indi- 
vidual estimates, he would pay for 
natural gas 33.65. and get in addi- 
tion 62 per cent more he&t than is ' 
contained in the manufactured gas, 
accordine to comparative specifica- 
tions of the ordinance relative to 
artifJcia] gas, and those contained 
in the proposed ordinance.

CHICAGO, June 
16—(JP)—Ralph 


J. Capone, brother of Al "Scarface" 
Capone, today was sentenced to 
three years in the federal peniten- 
tiary at Leavenworth, Kas., and 
fined $10,000 for having defrauded 
the government by filing false in- 
come tax returns. 
He was con- 
victed of the charge on April 25. 
Capone was convicted on two 
charges in connection with the al- 
leged income tax frauds. On one 
count he was sentenced, to serve 
three years at Leavenworth and 
fined $10,000; on the other, he was 
sentenced to two years in the Cook 
county jail and fined another $10,- 
000. 
The terms were made fconcur- 
rent, however, and the secon'd $10,- 
000 fine suspended. 
Capoue's trial and conviction 


followed several months of negotia- 
tions, during which he pleaded in- 
solvency and offered to compromise 
with the government for $1,000. 
This sum, the government refused 
to accept. 


Several Bank Accounts. 
Government testimony 
showed 
Capone had maintained 
several 
separate bank accounts under as- 
sumed names and had deposited 
$1,871,000 rrorn 1924 to 1929. His 
profits from gambling, bootlegging 
.and. other, activities were estimated 
in -the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 
Before pronouncing sentence, 
Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson 
denied a motion for a new trial and 
a motion for arrest of judgment. 


Capone was visibly affected when 
he realized he .was due to spend 
the next three years in prison 
under the sentence. He seemed be- 
wildered. 
Until a new bond was posted 
pending the outcome of an'appeal 
filefi by the gangster's attorney, 
Capone was locked in a cell, but it 
was believed he would be freed be- 
fore night.

ter wheat,crops at the present time 
is" 90 per cent." as compared with a 
normal year, according to the Bur- 
lington crop report issued by Divi- 
sion Freight Agent N. E. Kerns for 
the periotTfrom June 1 to June 15. 
In the Lincoln division, the con- 
dition is reported as 90 per cent. 
Best crop conditions in the state, 
according to the report, are in the 
Alliance - district, where a 85 per 
cent, stand^f wheat is approaching 
maturity. The Omaha district re- 
porta ,a condition 93 per cent, of 
that'in a normal year. In the Wy- 
more district, only 83 per cent of 
a normal crop is in the field. 
Hessian flies Tiave caused con- 


siderable damage in the Lincoln 
and Omaha districts, while territory 
in the southeast part of the «tate 
has been the most seriously af- 
fected. 


The summary prepared by Mr 
Kerns follows: 


"While weather has been too cool 


for best results, the winter wheat 
has improved considerably during 
the past tfwo weeks. With the ex- 
ception of a few localities all small 
grain is in good condition and 
promises fair crop. 


"Corn is all planted but is rather 


backward due to the cool weather 
and excess of moisture earlier in 
the season. One thing in its favor 
is a large reserve subsoil moisture 
supply.

with the 
bank in 1875, 
which lasted until its consolidation 
with the First National. He was 
one of the original directors of the 
Harbine bank when it incorporated, 
and the only one of the

organizers surviving. H. H. McLu- 
cas bought a controlling interest in 
the Harbine bank in 1923.

There is nothing that children 


enjoy so much as really making 
things happen; indeed, there are 
many children who. «*• an early 
age, scorn their toys in favor of 
real tools and real situations. 
Recently I spent a delightful aft- 


ernoon with some six year olds. 
They had been very much Inter- 
ested in the story of a boy who 
dyed the cloth for his own suit of 
clothes and when I suggested that 
it would be fun for them to dye 
their own lunch napkins they were 
at once eager to try. 
They worked for an hour or 
more with concentration worthy of 
an adult. They dissolved the dye, 
heated the water and stirred their 
brew. 
The miracle of white cloth turned 
into blue and red and yellow de- 
lighted them beyond measure. 
, It is fun sometimes thus to go 
out of one's way to do things with 
children, but it is not necessary, 
for in any home the simple activi- 
ties of housekeeping are fascinating 
to children. 
The housekeeping mother has 
every day a dozen opportunities to 
use. constructively this impulse to 
make things happen. 
A four year old will be delighted 
to help set the table, dry dishes 
or hang up some of the family 
washing on a little clothes line 
placed low where he can reach it. 


Five or six year olds" are able 
to enjoy doing simple cooking. 


When for instance there is to be 
applesauce for supper, they can, 
with a little patient help and su- 
pervision, make it themselves and 
later on proudly serve their own 
contribution to the family meal. 


Any process which bears a real 


relation to the child's life is one 
which he should be encouraged to 
do himself.

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GILBERT URGES 
BERLIN REFORM 
BUDGETCONTROL 
Measures Necessary To 


Meet Young Plan 


Payments. 


Reparations Agent Says 


Unwillingness Is In 


Evidence.

BERLIN, June 16—(/P)—The last 


warning of S. Parker Gilbert, agent 
general for reparations under the 
Dawes plan, that the relch must 
radically refo;~i-its budget if exist- 
ing internal and external obliga- 
tions, including the Young plan pay- 
ments, are to be met was before the 
German people tcday. 
In his final report, given at the 


end of five year's stewardship 
in 


behalf of operation of the Dawes 
plan, Mr. Gilbert declared that if 
the budget was kept within bounds 
Germany would be able to meet her 
Young plan obligations and develop 
industrially. 
At the same time he declared: 


"Although the means and the pub- 
lic revenues provide the essential 
material for a well-balanced budget 
the determination to keep expendi- 
tures safely within the limits of 
availble income has been lacking, 
and the result has been a long ser- 
ies 01 budcet'rv deficits." 


The 1929-30 budget was declared 
the most unsatisfactory since the 
Dawes plan stabilization, and it was 
added: "There is evidence of un- 
willingness on the part of both gov- 
ernment and 
parliament squarely 


and promptly to face the situation 
by taking the necessary steps either 
to control expenditures or to provide 
adequate resources to cover them." 


Mr. Gilbert's report was delivered 
at the end of the period of Dawes 
plan operation and the transition 
period to the Young, plan, consid- 
ered as terminating May 17,- 1930. 
The period began September 1. 1924. 
The report was made almost coin- 
cidentally with over-subscription of 
the first batch of more than $300,- 
000.000 German international loan 
to finance the Young plan pay- 
ments. 
! 
The report is 367 pages in length. 


After stating that reparations dur- 
ing the Dawes plan operation period 
were paid fully, it says that repar- 
ations transfers totalled 7,948,988,- 
748.73 gold marks (approximately 
$1,987,250,009) in German and for- 
eign currencies, of which the Unit- 
ed States received 300,430,667.80 gold 
marks, (about $75,108,000). France, 
the largest creditor received 3,939,- 
182,589.10 gold marks or 
about 


$985,000,000.

The figures show a total of 85,- 


375 persons in the eleven countes 
as against 78,567 in 1920. 
The report gave Chase county a 


population of 5,480 and 773 farms. 
Only 48 unemployed persons were 
listed in the county. 'The 1920 
count in Chase county was 4,939. 


Dundy county had a 1930 total 


of 5,606 with 705 farms and only 
seven persons unemployed. Its 1920 
count was 4,869. 


Frontier county has a population 


of 8,036 and 1,338 farms. Its 1920 
population was 8,540. The unem- 
ployed 1930 count was 64. 
Furnas 
county's population is 


12,134 with. 1,538 farms against a 
population of 11,657 in 1920. Unem- 
ployed in the 1930 count totalled 
153.

PARIS, June 1&—C/P)—A woman 


from across the hall and his valet 
of twenty years today watched 
over the body of Lucien Klotz, 
French wartime minister of finance, 
who died yesterday, discredited and 
in greatly reduced circumstances.

while Klotz, who signed the treaty 
of Versailles, was being shaved.

He re- 
signed his seat in the senate to 
escape criminal charges, but after 
being pronounced sane was sen- 
tenced to two years in prison and 
a fine of 50 francs. The sentence 
was suspended. 


Shortly afterward his wife di- 


vorced htm and he was disbarred 
by the Paris Bar association.

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BETTER A VETO 


Mr. Hoover will find it a difficult 
task to con- 


vince the voters of Nebraska that the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill, which he has announced he will sign, was 
drawn in the interest of the farmer. Both senators, 
insurgent republicans, voted against it. Two of the 
six Nebraska representatives in the house cast their 
ballots against it. The state's delegation in the two 
branches of congress was evenly divided, four and 
four. 


There is no such even division of sentiment among 


the people of the state where it has had an oppor- 
tunity for expression. T^ie measure has been con- 
demned geneially as the most shameful, the most 
vicious, and the most intolerable piece of legislation 
rammed down the throats of the American people in 
many years. That just about expresses the views of 
Nebraska. The people here do not consider the re- 
publican party leaders in congress abided by their 
platform or their campaign promises when they un- 
dertook such a general revision of tariff duties. They 
do not feel the measure which has been drawn will 
accomplish the objective which Mr. Hoover had in 
mind, namely a readjustment -which would 
agriculture upon a parity with industry.

In order to give the farmer a larger slice of the 


national income, it was necessary that tariffs upon 
farm products should be advanced wflile schedules of 
the products which come from factories should re- 
main at present levels or should be decreased where 
possible. A third of the changes made in advancing 
tariff duties affect the raw material which comes 
from the farm. Two-thirds of the increases apply to 
the finished products of the mills and factories. 
It 


has been evident from the inception of the long 
drawn out struggle in congress that while the fann- 
er might anticipate some benefits under greater pro- 
tection of the domestic market, they would be more 
than offset by the added burdens of higher tariffs 
upon the things he has to buy. Mr. Hoover may hail 
the Hawley-Smoot bill as a fulfillment of the party's 
pledge but he cannot expect Nebraska to swallow 
the dose with any enthusiasm or relish. The state 
would have much preferred no tariff law to the one 
which was handed it. No amount of garnishment 
will make the dish more pleasing to the eye or pala- 
table. 


* * * 


It was an unpleasant situation which confronted 


the president. He was faced with the necessity of 
making the first major decision of his administra- 
tion. The bill which came to him did not represent 
his wishes, and perhaps that is where Mr. Hoover 
furnished his critics, with some substantial ammuni- 
tion. For in the face of the need for positive, coura- 
geous leadership, $he president remained strangely 
silent and uncommunicative. Not even his closest 
friends could find out what he thought about the bill 
taking form through the practice of all of those un- 
satisfactory and unpleasant methods which char- 
acterize tariff legislation. 


In short, the president waited foo long to pursue 


any other course than approving the measure. He 
let it get completely away from him and he found it 
impossible to reclaim a leadership which at first he 
did not want or exercise. As a timid, cautious leader, 
and Mr. Hoover has amply revealed by this time that 
he possesses none of the Rooseveltian daring which so 
many expected of him, there was only one path open 
to him and that was to sign the tariff. 


tWhat the American people are concerned with now 


is not the past but the future. How much will the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff law add to the burdens of liv- 
ing cost? The treasury department has estimated 
that on the basis of 1928 imports, it will bring in 
$176,000,000 more than its predecessor, the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff. But that is not the full measure 
of increased living costs. In its application by manu- 
facturer, and both wholesaler and retailer, the bill 
will take hundreds of millions from the pockets of the 
American people. There is real concern whether for- 
eign countries will adopt retaliatory policies, shutting 
out American goods and thereby curtailing the oper- 
ations of he mills and factories. Should there be a 
fulfillment of the dire prediction of increased unem- 
ployment as a result of its passage, then powerful. In- 
deed, will be the retribution heaped upon the heads 
of those responsible for it At this time the crying- 
need is larger markets, not a restriction of them. 
Time will answer those questions but the reaction of 
the stock market Monday to Mr. Hoover's announce- 
ment did not indicate business and industry had any 
great degree of faith in the bUL 


The plain fact is that had Mr. Hoover vetoed the 


Ha-srtey-Smcot bill, his action would have been greet- 
ed with much more satisfaction than the announce- 
ment he win sign it. 


judicious buying capacity which holds expenditures 
within earning power.

THE SPRING OF LIFE. 


Modern science now hopes to do what dreamers in 


all the ages of man have vainly sought and hoped 
for, namely, the maintaining of youth, the warding 
off of old age. Dr. Irving S. Cutter, a former Ne- 
braskan, dean of the medical school at Northwestern 
university, now believes that a method of delaying 
old age may soon be discovered through medical 
science. 


No researches of modern science will hold more 


interest to the heart of man than those in quest of 
devices to preserve youth in life. 
The dream of 


Ponce de Leon for an elixir of youth, for which he 
searched the wilds of the American continent short- 
ly after its discovery has never perished from the 
heart of man though it may have slipped away from 
the maturer reflections of man. 


Ponce de Leon went on a glorious adventure in 


quest of the spring of youth and of life. It was a 
dream of the emotions, not of the mind. But mod- 
ern psychology is bringing a recognition that the 
emotions are as significant in controlling the life 
of man as is the mind. Now medical science is going 
on the same glorious adventure. It is abandoning 
the wilds of unexplored geography fdr the realms of 
unexplored physics and chemistry, physiology, and 
bio-chemistry. 


/The adventure is just as glorious; perhaps as fruit- 


less. But the hope of man will never die so long as 
a conscious soul and an active mind can strive for 
that which man has not. 


THE DELAYED HARVEST. 


Where it appeared certain that harvesting in most 


southern state of the winter wheat belt would get un- 
derway early in June, it now appears that cutting 
and threshing of the grain will be delayed a week or 
ten days. In Kansas, the greatest wheat producing 
state in the union, the earliest fields will be har- 
vested in another week while general combine opera- 
tions will be underway by June 25. 


Nebraska will not harvest her crop before the first 


week in July unless a sudden burst of heat should 
bring the grain along surprisingly fast. 


The delay will not work to the detriment of Ne- 


braska- farmers. The last estimate of the federal de- 
partment of agriculture, that for June 1st, indicated 
a smaller crop of winter wheat than a year ago by 
30,000,000 bushels. But that is not reflected in mar- 
ket prices, for July wheat dropped below a dollar last 
week in Chicago and prices have been going down. 
Competent Investigators who had gone over the Kan- 
sas fields with care have come forward with far more 
gloomy views than have yet found their way into 
;he news columns. The Kansas City Star treats of 
ihe Kansay situation' in this language:

A year ago in Nebraska the wheat harvest got un- 


derway at a tune to permit the farmers to take ad- 
vantage of high prices. The failure of spring wheat 
n some of the northwestern states, and the full ef- 
fects of the short crop in Canada, had had time to 
affect the prices and send them upward more than 
twenty-five cents a bushel in a few weeks. The same 
factors should have their influence In 1930— that is 
a reduced acreage of spring wheat, and a disappoint- 
ing yield of winter wheat In many of the states which 
grow a large amount of the grata. Wheat prices will 
steady themselves, it Is to be anticipated, when the 
returns from the harvest in Texas, Oklahoma and 
Kansas begin to come la And that fact should be 
of material value to Nebraska fanners to determine 
whether to market their crop immediately upon har- 
vesting or to wait for higher prices.

Still, there is another side to the 


question. We have cleared and set- 
tled a continent and have made 
ourselves, with the help of other 
and less fortunate nations, the 
wealthiest country the world has 
ever seen. But mere wealth is a 
source of weakness unless it Is 
wisely employed. Far more prayer 
and fasting are essential to keep 
prosperity within bounds than ad- 
versity- demands. Discontent and 
morbidness frequently prevail among 
some owners of swollen money bags. 
Then .comes the question, asked by 
merchants and millionaires from 
the time of Tyre and Sidon to the 
present hour: What are the limits 
of acquisition and when are we go- 
Ing to transmute our gold into art, 
science, religion and the service of 
beauty and of truth' 


Tyre and Sidon, with Carthage, 


failed to respond and they are 
buried in the dust of death.

Just what is the jurisdiction o: 


the world court, and how does i' 
operate? 


ANSWER. 


The official title of the world 


court is "The Permanent Court o: 
International Justice." Its person- 
nel consists of eleven judges ant 
four deputy judges who sit in reg- 
ular or special sessions at The 
Hague, the capital city of Holland 
to pass upon legal disputes sub- 
mitted to it by the nations of the 
world. 


In 1929 fifty-four countries prac- 


tically constituting 
the 
civillzec 


world, with the exception of Tur- 
key, Russia, Mexico and the United 
States, had pledged adherence to 
the court. The candidates for this 
bench are nominated by the "na- 
tional groups in the permanent 
court of arbitration, which also has 
headquarters at The Hague, and 
from these nominees the assembly 
council of the League of Nations 
elects the judges, who hold office 
for nine years. 


The proposal for the court was 
sponsored by American delegates 
at The Hague conference of 1907, 
and urged by our government as a 
part of the peace treaty of 1919. 
In 1926 our senate voted to adhere 
to the court, with five reservations. 
Mr. Elihu Root recommended a 
final settlement of these reserva- 
tions in September, 1929. That set- 
tlement now awaits the approval 
of the senate. 


Meanwhile the world court has 


rendered sixteen regular Judgments, 
s'ixteen advisory opinions, and is- 
sued numerous important orders. 
The superiorit 'of its judicial pro- 
cesses over those of armed violence 
needs no emphasis. There is a close 
analogy between 'the work of the 
United States Supreme court for 
the forty-eight states of the union 
and that of the world court for 
the fifty-four nations who have 
accepted its jurisdiction.

Great In His Day. 


As a matter of fact, the good ones 
are never unlucky and Hornsby was 
good and no mistake. To be exact, 
he was the greatest right hand hit- 
ter since Wagner and his record of 
.401 in 1922, his .424 for a modern 
major Jeague record in 1924 and his 
.403 in 1925 mav never be equalled 
again. Hornsby had a certain some- 
thing that "most of the others lacked. 
It was a graceful, unhurried swing 
that got him tremendous distance; 
he swung through on a flat plane 
and his timing, though he stopd all 
the way back in the far corner of 
the batter's box, was beautiful to 
see. At his best, he was only-a good 
fielder, never a great one." 


Once Hero In St. Louis. 


He will be remembered, in fact, 


for three things: His hitting, the 
fact that he player-managed the 
Cards into their first pennant in 
1926 and, finally, for the "mystery" 
trades that sent him from St. Louis 
to New York to Boston in less than 
two years. 
The first of these shocked the na- 
tion. As the hero of St. Louis' great 
hour of triumph in 1926, he was 
presumed to be a landmark out, 
'there; yet the echoes of the world 
series were hardly stilled when 
Hornsby was traded to the Giants- 
for Frisch and Ring. Then he had", 
a big year with the Giants in 1927,. 
and his reward was another startling' 
transfer to Boston.
